It is that great wheel in the clock that 
ſets all the other o going ; it makes a man move order- 
ly and regularly in all his relations : if that fail, the 
reſt of the wheels will move ſlowly, or ſtand ſtill; 2 
man will drive heavily, or not at all. Firſt, Fear God, 
then Honour the King + without the former no hope of 
the latter. If a man fear not God, neyer look he ſhould 
honour the King, honour his Natural, Civil, or Eccle- 
ſiaſtical Parents, or keep the fifth Commandment, or any 
elſe. By this that hath been ſaid already, and 0 
more that might be ſaid, it may plainly appear, that 
wicked and ungodly men, men void of the fear of God, 
whatſoever they pretend, can never truly bononr the 
King, nor be faithful and loyal Subjects to their Prince 
and igu. Honour him they may from the teeth 
ontward , and after a faſhion, or rather flatter him for 
their own by-ends, and ſiniſter reſpetti, for their ſecular 
intereſt and worldly advantage; but they can never love 
and bowexy him, ſerv and obey him, from their heart and 
foul: they can never give him the honour due unto him, 
out of love or teſpect to his Perſon, out of duty to God, 
or for Conſcience ſake.''

People? What are the loud thundring ratling Oaths, 
and horrid Curſes and Imprecations of Subjects, but as 
ſo many Cannons, or Pieces of Ordnance, not only with 
their months ſet againſt heaven (as the Pſalmiſt ſpeaks), Pal. 73. 9. 
but even — and levell'd againſt the face of the 
King > What are the fightings, and feuds, and quarrel- 
lings, and duels of Subjects, but as ſo many Swords drawn, 
with their points ſet againſt their Soveraign? What are 
thoſe 'prodigious luxuries , and exceſles , riotings and 
revellings, debaucheries, and drunken meetings of Sub- 
jects, but as ſo many r JunQo's and Conſpi- 
| 2 racies, 
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racies, though not directly and formally, yet collaterally 
and by uence, againſt the Lord's Anointed? In a 
word, what are thoſe torrents of Belial, that inunda- 
tion of Atheiſm and Prophaneſs, that at any time breaks 
in upon a Kingdom or Nation, but a deluge that threatens 
to overwhelm and drown both Prince and People > The 


King is the Head of the People ; I am ſure, the name of 
our King —_ ſo, Lien ad: Now it's no thing, 
neither in the Natural nor Political Body, for the Head 


to ſuffer, when the Members miſcarry, or any time diſ- 
order or diſtemper themſelvs. It is nonews (for we our 
ſelvs have liv'd to ſee it) no news to ſee the beſt of Kings 
cut off for the Sins of the people. So was Jeſſab King 
of Judah, and ſo was Edward the Sixt our Engliſh Jo- 
fab, and fo was King Cherles the Martyr, our late Sove- 
reign, of ever bleſſed and glorious Memory, cut off, not 
y by the Sins and wi of a few curſed miſ- 
creant Rebels and Traytors, but even for the Sins and 
wickedneſs of the reſt of his le, yea and of thoſe too 
perhaps that counted elves toſtick cloſeſt to him, 
and to be his beſt and moſt loyal Subjects. 

But I ſhall not any longer, hoc wlcas tengere , rub or 
grate upon this ſore. I have no particular reflexion up- 
on any; only this I ſhall add in the grocral, that ſome- 
times the beſt cauſ may miſcarry in hands, becauſ 
the goodneſs of the cauſ, makes men more confident, 
and fo more ſecure and careleſs of their lives: they pre- 
ſume ſo much of juſtitia cauſe, that it makes them neg- 
lect juſtitia perſone. Well, let none preſume upon their 
fidelity to their Soveraign, nor flatter themſelvs with 
profeſſions and proteſtations of Loyalty to the King, 
while they go on with their Sins and Impieties to pro- 
vokeand offend the King of Kings. They that rant and 
roar, ſwear and (wagger, and drink the King's health , 

but 
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but ſeldom or never pray for it, doſuch men think they 
bomour the King, or are His Majeſties good friends and 
faithful Subjects 2 whatſoever theſe prophane Atheiſti- 
cal people may profeſs or pretend, yea and boaſt of their 
affections to His Majeſty; I dare boldly affirm, 

are ſo far from being true honoxrers of him, that 

they are no better than falſe Traitors to him, and Ene- 
mies to his Royal Perſon, Crown and Dignity. Do 
ſuch men think they can bonour the King by diſbonoxring 
God, or ſhew themſelves good SwhjeFs by being bad 
Chriſtians ? Fer my part, I am ſorry ſuch heatheniſh 
people make ſuch a proſeſſion of Loyalty; Je, I could 
almoſt wiſh that they made no profeſſion of Chriſtianity 
neither: for by their looſ and vicious lives, they are a 
and a ſcandal both to the one and the other, 

and ſo bring an evil report upon the good Land, and 
make the enemies of God and the King to blaſpheme, 
ſaying, Lo, theſe are the men, and this their converſation, 
2 they are all. Though (by the way) as Chri- 
ſtian Religion is not the worl, for ſome wicked mens 
profeſſing of it, no more is Loyalty neither: rather on 
the contrary,it ſhows there is ſome extraordinary beauty 
and excellency in them both, becauſ hypocrites and 
ungodly men uſe them for a cloak and a cover, ſheltring 
and ſhrouding themſelvs and their Sins under the colour 
and profeſſion of them. To draw towards a concluſion 
of this point: The way to honoxr the King, is to bonour 
God firſt : the way to fear and reverence and obey the 
King, is firſt to tear the Lord. Therefore Solomon puts 


them both together, Ay Son, fear thou the Lord and the Prov. 24. 21. 


King. In a word, the way tobe the King's good Sub- 
jects and Servants, is to ſerv the Lord. I find ſeveral

A Sermon Preached 

But now becauſ there is ſuch a noiſ of conſcience, 1 
would earneſtly entreat and beſeech ſuch men ſor the 
love of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt , ny to ſearch 
and examin their own hearts (for the heart is deceitful 

above all things ),' and ſee whether inſtead of that 
call conſcience, and make it a plea for their diſobedience, 
there may not be ſomething elſe lying at the bottom, that 
looks like conſcience,” when indeed tis nothing lefs,- but 
rather humour, or paſſion, or fancy, or faction, or pre- 
judice', or intereſt, or ſingularity, or hypocrifie , 
or ſpiritual pride. If our t condemn us (faith 
St. John), God is greater then our heart, and knows all 
things, I am very well aware of what follows in the 
next verſ, from 'whence ſome would infer, that they 
4 boldly and lawfully do whatever their conſcience 
bids them; If our - heart condemn ut not, then have we 
confidence towerds God. But fare that muſt be under- 
ſtood of a heart and ' conſcience truly enlightned, and 
rightly inform'd; ' otherwiſe we have no cauſ to be con- 
ent; for our heart may deceiv us; and conſcience, if 
2 is a dangerous thing, and will ſoon marr all, 
and make foul work, and ſet the whole world on a flame. 
Did not Paal perſecute the Church out of Zeal to Reli- 
ion? and did not they that kill'd the Diſciples and 
ints of Chriſt, #hink they did God good ſervice ? Thus 
conſcience if miſled, and notwell guided, taught, and 
inſtructed, may do a world of miſchief where it is: But 
then again, is it not eaſie to pretend it, where it is not? 
for have not we known the moſt horrid and deviliſh de- 
ſigns, carry'd on under a ſhew and pretence of conſcience, 
and the Cauſ of God, and Religion? The truth is, Con- 
ſetence is made a ſadle for every horſ, a buſh or ſign 
to — every door: And as long as the heart is ſo 
deceitful, as long as there is ſo much hypocriſie If 
world, 
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world, we have little reaſon to truſt every ſuch ſhow 
and pretence of conſcience, either in our ſel vs, or others: 
Eſpeciall * have a more clear light to guide 
and direct us, and a more ſure rule to walk by, vis. the 
Word of God. Conſcience is a dark, cloſe, ſecret,” in- 
- tricate thing, it has many crooked windings and turn- 
ings : but'the Word of God (atleaſt in things neceſſary 
to Salvation, ſuch as is obedience to lawful Autority) 
is plain and eaſie, clear and evident, and there are no 
- ſuch Mzanders or ambages in it. Conſcience' may err, 
and lead us into errour, like an Ig futuut, tis fallible 
and uncertain, it may deceiv, and be deceiv d but the 
Word of God is an unerring guide, a certain and infalli- 
ble rule. Conſcience then is no ſure rule to truſt to; 
we have a more ſure rule, even the ſure Word of God, 
whereunto we ſball do" well to take beed, as to 4 light 2 bet.

Sree L Ste, which is the thing | have been proving 
all this while, viz, that No man cam truly fear God, but 
he that honours the King. Now there are ſeveral ways 
of honoxring, or giving honour to any, ſeveral ſorts of 
honour ; I mean of honowr ſtrictly taken, as here in the 
Text: for otherwiſe honour is in a more large ac- 
ception, as oppos d to contempt, ſcorn, or hatred ; and 
ſo in the beginning of the verſ, Honour all men, that is, 
have a due reſpect to all; do not hate, nor ſcorn, de- 
ſpiſe, nor contemn any. But honour _ and pro- 
erly taken is only due to Superiors; and fo in this 
For there are ſeveral forts of bonour, theſe three 
eſpecially : 
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eſpecially : The, honour of Obedience, the honour of Re- 
verence, and the honour of Maintenance; and all theſe 
comprehended, and included in the word honour, both 
in the fifth commandment, where we are bid to h- 
nour our Parents; and alſo here in the Text (which is 
a branch of that commandment ) where we are bid to 
honour the King. Of the firſt of theſe I have been 
ſpeaking all this while, viz. of the honour of 0be- 
ence ; and for the two latter, the honour of Reverence, 
and the honour of Maintenance, as I have now no time, 
ſono need (I hope) to ſay much of them. For that 
both theſe ſorts of honour are due to the King or Su- 
preme Magiſtrate, as well as that of Obedience , is out. 
of all — it being ſo conſonant to the principles 
both of Religion and Reaſon, and ſo agreeable to the 
rules both of Divinity and Policy : So that moſt men 
yeild their aſſent to the truth of it, as to the Theory, 
though in the Practice ſometimes they fail and fall ſhort. 
So then, beſides that of Obedience, there are theſe two 
other ſorts of honoxr more, both confeſledly due to 
Kings and Princes, viz. the honour of Reverence, and the 
honour of Maintenance 3 the one for the ſafeguard and 
defenc of their Royal Perſons 3 the other for the ſup- 
port of their Regal Eſtate, Crown, and Dignity. For 
firſt, if their Perſons be once lighted, undervalu'd, and 
diſeſteem'd , their lives will ſoon be in danger: and 
then again, if their jure Regalia, their Regalitics, or 
Revenues of the Crown, be clipt and cut ſhort, the 
Reverence of their Perſons will not long continue.
